DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 
1 . The information disclosure statement filed 8/1/03, 3/4/04 and 4/5/04 fail to comply with 
37 CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each foreign patent. The U.S. references 
have been considered but the foreign patents have not been considered. Applicant's cooperation 
is requested in supplying the examiner with copies of the foreign references if consideration 
thereof is desired. 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because Fig. 2 includes two different perspective views of 
the spool and supporting shaft members 1-5 which should be numbered separately, as for 
example, -Fig. 2a — and Fig. 2b—. Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should 
not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must 
be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
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and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 3, paragraph 
[0016], line 7, "and wherein the first locking device," is unclear and incomplete; page 6, 
paragraph [0033], line 1, "13" should be -4-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 

4 5 84. The EP device includes a locking pawl 12 having a pin 17 engaged in a slot or guide link 
having longer and shorter sections 30, 3 1 respectively formed in an inertia member25. The pawl 
is prevented from engaging the ratchet teeth 20 when the pin 17 is in the shorter section of the 
slot 3 1 and allowed to engage the teeth when the pin 17 is in the longer section 30. A spring 16 
in the form of a clip (re claim 10) biases the pawl (through the mounting of the spring on the 
inertia mass 10) into its rest position. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP '584. The 
particular type of spring used in the mechanism of the EP document, whether of a clip type, a 
coil type or any other suitable type of spring for providing a biasing force between two members 
would have been an obvious design consideration to one of ordinary skill in the art because they 
would have been functional equivalents. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4, 12-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Butenop, Imai and Matsuki et al are cited to show other seat belt retractors.
